POCKETFUL FULL OF CHEER 


No GSAs in almost 
2 of 3 boards: Data 


Province says 
figures ‘statistically 
problematic.’ Districts 
contend there are 
other clubs, methods to 
support LGBTQ students 


Gay-straight alliances don’t 
exist in nearly two-thirds of 
Alberta’s school boards, accord¬ 
ing to provincial data, but some 
educators say there are other 
ways to provide safe spaces for 
students. 

The figures, provided ex¬ 
clusively to Metro, come after 
Education Minister Gordon 
Dirks asked boards to provide 
the number of gay-straight alli¬ 
ances — commonly referred to 
as GSAs — in their districts as 
well as anti-bullying and divers¬ 
ity clubs. 

His inquiry came prior to 
a day of heated debate over 
the Tory government’s Bill 10, 
a proposal that pre-empted 
one from Liberal MIA Laurie 
Blalceman, which would re¬ 
quire school boards to support 
students wishing to establish 
GSAs. 


In all, 23 of 40 public school 
boards reported having at least 
one GSA, while all 17 Catholic 
boards and the four provincial 
francophone boards reported 
no clubs back to the province. 

Blalceman said Thursday 
it’s not surprising so many 
boards across the board aren’t 
reporting GSAs, but it’s con¬ 
cerning. 

“I think it would be a lot 
harder for kids to ask for a GSA 
in a smaller centre,” she said, 
noting some students might 
feel unsafe identifying as LG¬ 
BTQ.. 

“It’s harder to hide in three 
trees than in a forest,” she add¬ 
ed. 

Blalceman credited a lack 
of education to the disparity of 
clubs throughout the province, 
but said she hopes once GSAs 
become more common in lar¬ 
ger centres, it might encourage 
students to pursue their own 
clubs. 

The province, however, con¬ 
tends that the data it compiled 
may not be an entirely accurate 
reflection of support for LGBTQ 
students. 

“Some of the information 
is incomplete and some is 
out of date,” said David Hey- 


man, press secretaiy to Dirks, 
“furthermore, there was no 
agreed-upon common defin¬ 
ition for the individual clubs, 
making comparisons statistic¬ 
ally problematic.” 

In total, 90 GSAs were re¬ 
ported, but exactly half be¬ 
longed to the province’s two 
largest urban public boards — 
Edmonton Public Schools (25) 
and the Calgaiy Board of Educa¬ 
tion (20). 

The data did appear to af¬ 
firm Catholic schools don’t 
have GSAs, causing Alberta 
NDP Leader Rachel Notley to 
renew her criticism of the sep¬ 
arate school board’s stance that 
singling out a single group of 
vulnerable students isn’t appro¬ 
priate. 

“It’s absolute garbage,” she 
said. “How can you possibly 
stop bullying if you say to a 
kid that it’s not appropriate for 
them to talk about being gay 
or celebrate that they are gay? 
That’s the bottom line.” jeremy

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Uber launches service, 
but city warns of fines 



Free rides to start. 

Local taxi industry 
representative says ride¬ 
sharing service poses 
a threat to cabbies 


Ride-share app Uber has 
launched its UberX service in 
Edmonton with free service 
for a limited time, but the 
city is warning there will be 
consequences. 

The company announced 
a partnership with Good¬ 
will for a clothing drive 
earlier this week, but in a 
surprise move the service 
also launched fully on Thurs¬ 
day, with former mayor Bill 
Smith taking the first ride. 

“We’re really excited to 
deliver what people have 
been asking for,” said Jeff 
Weshler, the company’s gen¬ 
eral manager of regional ex¬ 
pansion. 

Uber hasn’t specified 
exactly how long its service 
will be free, but Weshler said 
it would be that way at least 
through the coming week¬ 
end. It also applies only to 
fares of less than $30. 

UberX allows everyday 
drivers to sign up with the 
company’s service and pick 
up passengers. The company 
has other products that use 
limousines and taxis, but this 
service allows any people 
who pass the company’s 
screening to use their vehicle. 

Vehicle for Hire director 
Garry Dziwenlca said the city 
would treat Uber just as it 
would any unlicensed cabs. 

“We consider Uber to be 


a bandit taxi until they get 
licensed,” he said. “If Uber 
starts taking fares, we will 
enforce the same rules as we 
do for other bandit taxis that 
operate illegally in Edmon¬ 
ton.” 

He said that could include 
fines to individual drivers of 
$1,400 and a possible injunc¬ 
tion preventing the company 
from operating in the city. 

Balraj Manhas, president 
of the United Cabbies Associ¬ 
ation, said it’s disappointing 
the city didn’t step in before 
the service launched. 

“They should have done 
something by now, some 
kind of stop order,” he said. 

He said the service is a 
real concern for local taxi 
drivers, who are worried 
they won’t be able to com¬ 
pete. 

“The taxi industry has al¬ 
ready been damaged and will 
be further damaged by this 
kind of service. It’s very hard 
to compete with that kind of 
rich company,” he said. 

Weshler said he believes a 
lengthy legal fight with the 
city is against everyone’s in¬ 
terests. 

“Ultimately, there’s better 
ways for everyone to spend 
our time and resources,” he 
said. 

He said the city would be 
made aware of the launch 
and he hopes to continue 
discussions with them. 

“The best solution is one 
where we work collabora- 
tively and find a way to en¬ 
sure that Uber has a perma¬ 
nent home in Edmonton and 
ride share has a home in Ed¬ 
monton,” he said.

Alberta school board repre¬ 
sentatives say the future of 
gay-straight alliances needs 
to be left solely in the hands 
of students, as they’re the 
ones finding value in such 
groups. 

Provincial data shows that 
nearly two-third of boards 
across the province don’t cur¬ 
rently feature a single GSA, 
but principals, elected board 
chairs and superintendents 
alike agree they shouldn’t be 
calling the shots on establish¬ 
ing such groups. 

“Anything we do in edu¬ 
cation, we can put ideas out 
there, but unless the students 
feel the need or see some 
value in it, they’re not going 
to attend it anyhow,” said 
Dan Lower, principal at Lind¬ 
say Thurber Comprehensive 
High School in Red Deer. 

The Red Deer public 
school district was the first in 
the province to run a GSA in 
one of its schools and Lower 
said it started with a few stu¬ 
dents coming forward with 
an idea. 

“It’s part of what we do 
as educators, help build the 
leadership capacity and help 
(students) understand ways 
they can do things,” he said. 

Red Deer currently fea-

tures just one GSA for its 
roughly 10,600 students, but 
board chairwoman Bev Man¬ 
ning isn’t worried. 

“If something is needed, 
then the students bring it for¬ 
ward, but there’s also a recog¬ 
nition by teachers who know 
the students well,” she said. 

Other educators repre¬ 
senting one of the 17 public 
boards without an alliance 
state, simply, it’s because no 
students have brought such 
an idea forward. 

“That doesn’t mean I 
haven’t dealt with trans¬ 
gender students, gay stu¬ 
dents, all of those different 
minorities that are in the 
educational systems,” said 
Larry Jacobs, superintendent 
of Wolf Creek Public Schools. 

Those running schools 
with a full-fledged GSA say 
the group is purely voluntary 
and hardly a bother to others. 
Pam Davidson, principal at 
Springbank Community High 
School, which is home to 
one of the four GSAs hosted 
by Rocky View Schools, said 
the group operates much in 


the same manner as the com¬ 
puter club and yearbook club. 

“The important piece is 
having them feel that they 
have a safe place in the build¬ 
ing,” she said. “For some 
of them, it’s when they’re 
toying (or) tinkering with 


their computer, or it’s when 
they’re online doing digital 
yearbook or participating in 
our drama club ... we have 
lots of extracurricular ways 
for kids to connect in the 
building.” 

Kris Wells, advocate and 


director of the Institute for 
Sexual Minority Studies and 
Services at the University of 
Alberta, said while he finds 
promise in the provincial 
data on GSAs — there are 
90 such groups in Alberta — 
there still needs to be more 


education and support for LG- 
BTQ kids in rural areas. 

“Often, (GSAs) are the only 
support that exists where 
there aren’t community cen¬ 
tres or other programs, so 
GSAs in rural communities 
are vital,” he said.

Getting around the 124 Street 
area in something other than 
in a car is what business rep¬ 
resentatives are looking to 
improve as they move forward 
with the zone’s future plan¬ 
ning.

mixed opinion from business 
owners on whether they fully 
support adding bike lanes to 
the area, which is why they 
want to hear from other Ed¬ 
montonians. 

“The car will always be im¬ 
portant but we want to allevi¬ 
ate some of that by potentially 
offering other services like a 
bike lane,” said Jeff McLaren, 
executive director. 

He added that the area is ser¬ 
iously lacking in terms of bike 
infrastructure to help people 
get to and from the area safely. 

City officials say the BRZ 
plan is something that the area 
businesses undertake but that 


they’re happy to support and 
use their information in the 
city’s area planning. 

“The insights from the BRZ 
and their survey will definitely 
be valuable in the planning 
process. Often times, we do use 
those as the stakeholders be¬ 
cause the BRZ represents busi¬ 
nesses in that area,” said Stuart 
Kehrig, senior planner with the 
city. 

The business association 
wants to hear feedback from 
visitors and those who don’t 
visit the 124 Street area so that 
they can make it a better area 
by advocating for elements that 
people may want — like bike 
lanes. 

From there, planning and 
funding for any bike infra¬ 
structure would be in the city’s 
hands. 

“We’re veiy supportive of 
(biking) and hopefully from 
these results we’ll have more 
research going forward to take 
to the city. We need improve¬ 
ment,” said McLaren.

Still no standard for 
ambulance response 

Six months after the then- 
health minister ordered 
AHS to set a standard for 
ambulance response times, 
no standard has been set. 

In response to a Metro 
story in June, then-minister 
Fred Horne ordered AHS to 
come up with a benchmark 
that could be used to gauge 
whether ambulance service 


was meeting targets. 

AHS chief paramedic 
Darren Sandbeclc said 
they’re still researching 
what would be appropriate 
as a target, which he said 
isn’t an easy number to 
determine. 

“Currently, there’s 
no accepted Canadian 
response-time target, so 
we’re working away on 
that and will continue our 
work on that,” he said. 

While eight minutes, 

90 per cent of the time is a 


commonly used standard, 
Sandbeclc said it’s not the 
best approach. 

“That is really a bench¬ 
mark that is about 40 years 
old and that doesn’t take 
into account any of the 
advancements in clinical 
care,” he said. 

AHS concluded a deal 
this week with the Health 
Sciences Association of 
Alberta, the union repre¬ 
senting paramedics, but 
the group’s president said 
the deal does not include 


anything on response 
times, which paramedics 
want. 

“They really want some 
measurable standards to go 
for and they’re frustrated 
by the fact they seem to 
be getting put off,” said 
Elisabeth Ballermann. 

According to the most 
recent stats from October, 
ambulances are responding 
within 12 minutes, 90 per 
cent of the time in Edmon¬ 
ton.

EMS campaign 
for new, better 
representation 


Unsatisfied. Online 
petition has garnered 
over 850 signatures 



A number of Alberta EMS 
workers unsatisfied with their 
representation by their current 
union have launched an online 
campaign and petition to form 
their own representative body 
and address growing concerns. 

A petition started Dec. 8 
details Alberta EMS workers’ 
continued disappointment 
with their union, the Health 
Sciences Association of Alberta 
(HSAA). The document explains 
issues of morale and loss of pro¬ 
fessional culture and suggests 
the creation of a legislated fifth 
functional bargaining unit. 

“We believe HSAA has been 
unwilling to call for these ad¬ 
vancements for fear of EMS 
taking work away from other 
HSAA members and disci¬ 
plines,” reads a Faceboolc post 
on Paramedics Representing 
Paramedics. “We believe this 
is a conflict of representation.” 

As of Dec. 18, the petition, 
which protects signatories’ 
anonymity, has more than 850 
signatures. The HSAA repre¬ 
sents about 17,000 members, 
of which about 3,000 are EMS 
workers. 

Elisabeth Ballermann, 
HSAA president, said they were 
aware of the petition and not 
surprised. 

“The sentiments are not 
particularly new,” Ballermann 
said. “(Eight hundred and fifty) 
out of 3,000 isn’t a majority; it’s 
definitely a significant enough 
number that we obviously 
need to be aware of and pay 
attention to.” 

About six years ago, legisla¬ 
tion changed, and paramed-

ics were lumped under the 
representation of HSAA along 
with numerous other health 
professionals in the province. 

The petition’s creator, Ryan 
Courtney, said in an email 
statement he created the move¬ 
ment to explore an alternative 
labour arrangement. 

“EMS professionals work in 
a veiy difficult and unique en¬ 
vironment that encompasses 
both public safety as well as 
health care,” Courtney wrote. 

“We feel that this alterna¬ 
tive labour arrangement which 
better represents the needs of 
EMS professionals will result in 
an improved level of care for 
Albertans.” 

HSAA just signed a new 
provincial collective agree¬ 
ment with Alberta Health Ser¬ 
vices. The ratification was 71 
per cent in favour, a number 
Ballermann said is one of the 
lowest the union has seen. In 
her opinion, it was a reflection 
of the members’ sentiments. 

Ballermann said a separate 
bargaining unit is being dis¬ 
cussed with the board of dir¬ 
ectors, but even if there is an 
agreement, the HSAA would 
have to lobby to change legisla¬ 
tion before paramedics can be 
independently represented.

customers in the store. He 
pushes or shoves them out of 
the way, grabs onto them.

rosers in cabinet would be a 
mistake. 

“I think it would be unwise 
for that to happen until after 
the election,” they said. “There 
are a significant number of 
people in my riding who are 
angry we even allowed them 
in and they would be even 
more angiy, in fact they would 
change their (political) stripes.” 

Despite their reservations, 
the MLA said it would be nice 
to focus on issues that matter. 


“For the last two years all 
we have had is personal at¬ 
tacks, attacks based on hearsay 
and frankly, untruth,” he said. 

Premier Jim Prentice ac¬ 
knowledged caucus support 
for the floor crossers wasn’t 
unanimous and also ruled out 
an imminent cabinet shuffle.

Three more homicide char¬ 
ges have been added to Ed¬ 
monton’s 2014 total after 
police released two more 
confirmed homicides they 
had specifically withheld 
from the public. 

According to homicide 
Staff Sgt. Bill Clark, the unit 
had opted not to release 
details on two confirmed 
homicide cases, including 
the death of a one-year-old 
infant, to aid in both inves¬ 
tigations. 

“Specifically, in both 


cases, it assisted our investi¬ 
gation to keep our investiga¬ 
tion quiet and it has moved 
them forward,” he said. 

On Thursday, Clark con¬ 
firmed that Edmonton 
detectives are currently 
investigating the death of 
one-year-old Carter Auger, 
after he was found dead at a 
home near 88 Street and 148 
Avenue on Sept. 25. 

Police responded to a 911 
call for medical assistance 
for the infant, and Auger was 
declared dead at the scene. 
The death was considered 
sudden at first, but after an 
autopsy determined the boy 
had died from blunt-force 
trauma, homicide investiga¬ 
tors took over the case. 

Clark also confirmed the 
death of 35-year-old Freda 
Goodrunning was a homi¬ 
cide. Goodrunning’s body 
was found in a shed behind 
a former restaurant near 174 
Street and Stony Plain Road. 


The cause of death was 
pending based on a toxicol¬ 
ogy result, but determined 
blunt force trauma in Octo¬ 
ber. 

Police have also deter¬ 
mined London Williams, 
21, was responsible for the 
death of Ibrahim Yousef 
Chehimi, 34, the city’s 
second homicide of 2014. 
Chehimi was shot and killed 
outside of Hudson’s near 112 
Street and 194 Avenue. 

Clark said Chehimi’s 
death was not gang or drug 
related. 

“This is simply individ¬ 
uals basically acting tough 
in a bar and getting out of 
hand,” he said. “There was 
no reason for this shoot¬ 
ing. For most of them there 
isn’t.” 

Williams’ body was found 
in Smoky Lake in March. 

To date, there have been 
26 homicides in Edmon¬ 
ton. Clark said police have

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Wildrose MLAs met with Manning before decision 


Reform Party founder Pres¬ 
ton Manning was called 
in to counsel the Wildrose 
caucus ahead of the deci¬ 
sion of most elected mem¬ 
bers to abandon their party 
and join Jim Prentice and 
the governing Progressive 
Conservatives, but he says 
he didn’t urge them to go 
one way or the other. 

“I was invited to meet 
with the Wildrose cau¬ 
cus on Tuesday when they 
were deliberating all of this 


and asked to share the ex¬ 
perience from the Reform 
Party in the federal arena, 
because there were some 
parallels,” Manning said 
Thursday, referring to the 
unite-the-right movement 
of the late 1990s that led 
to the creation of the Can¬ 
adian Alliance in 2000, and 
ultimately the Conservative 
Party of Canada in 2003. 

Manning said he told 
the Wildrose members 
they “should take pride” in 


forcing “more principled 
leadership” from the PC 
government and for earning 
more than 400,000 votes in 
the last election, but noted 
the political and economic 
landscape has shifted since 
then. 

He said he advised them 
to “keep in mind the big 
picture” as they contem¬ 
plated the future of their 
party and their own careers. 

“Alberta is headed into 
some rough waters with 


the decline in oil prices 
and now is the time for 
Albertans to pull together 
no matter what their pol¬ 
itics are, and particularly 
for conservatives to pull 
together,” Manning said he 
told the Wildrose MLAs. 

“Of course, they could 
interpret that as pulling 
together within the Wil¬ 
drose caucus or pulling 
together with the govern¬ 
ment.”

Edmonton police’s traffic unit 
has laid the first manslaugh¬ 
ter charges in its history after 
a single-car crash involving 
a Corvette earlier this year 
killed a 41-year-old woman. 

According to police, on Oct. 
12 the 1990 Chevrolet Cor¬ 
vette lost control on Yellow- 
head Trail and rolled onto its 
roof just under the Victoria 
Trail overpass. 

Adele James, 41, was 
crushed by the convert¬ 
ible, which had its roof half 
closed. Allan Dean Balay, 47, 
is charged with manslaughter, 
impaired driving and danger¬ 
ous driving. The two were 
known to one another. 

“The occurrence started 
off as a family gathering out 
in Sherwood Park,” said Con¬ 
st. Binoy Prabhu Thursday. 
“The accused had left in an 
impaired state and the RCMP 
had been alerted immediately 
upon the accused’s departure.”

According to Prabhu, this 
is the first time the Major Col¬ 
lisions unit has laid a man¬ 
slaughter charge in a traffic 
fatality. It marks the city’s

year. 

Police are also calling on 
anyone who may have wit¬ 
nessed a pedestrian crash in 
southeast Edmonton Monday. 

Prabhu said a single vehicle 
hit two pedestrians as they 
were attempting to cross 98 
Avenue. 

Both pedestrians were in¬ 
jured and are now in hospi¬ 
tal. A 22-year-old woman was 
placed in a medically-induced 
coma, while a 27-year-old man 
remains in stable condition. 

Prabhu said the police are 
looking for any witnesses to 
the collision to come forward, 
including a woman who iden¬ 
tified herself as a nurse and 
helped the two victims.

Canadian warplanes have 
been in action in Iraq once 
again, bombing enemy tar¬ 
gets ahead of Kurdish Pesh- 
merga forces, who are push¬ 
ing to completely break the 
siege in the Sinjar mountains.

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Feds confirm plans 
for wireless auction 


Attracting carriers. 

Wireless auction will 
reserve much of new 
spectrum for carriers 
other than the Big Three 


The federal government con¬ 
firmed Thursday that a forth¬ 
coming wireless auction will re¬ 
serve more than half of the new 
spectrum for carriers other 
than the Big Three — Rogers, 
Bell and Telus. 

Industry Minister James 
Moore released the details for 
the auction of AWS-3 spectrum, 
or advanced wireless services, 
which is scheduled to begin 
March 3. The final technical 
document largely mirrored 
what the government had al¬ 
ready foreshadowed during 
consultations. Most notably, 60 
per cent of the available spec¬ 
trum will be reserved for small¬ 
er carriers, while the remaining 
40 per cent will be available to 
all applicants. 

Moore lauded Canada’s 


three major carriers for pro¬ 
viding world-class service, but 
he said consumers need more 
competition. 

“But while we put more 
spectrum in the marketplace 
than ever before, we have a 
coherent and consistent policy 
to ensure we reserve more 
capacity for more competition 
in the wireless marketplace, 
which of course will result in 
lower prices and a better qual¬ 
ity of services for Canadian con¬ 
sumers,” Moore said at an event 
in Vancouver. 

The government has been 
attempting to use its wireless 
auctions to foster competition, 
but new entrants have strug¬ 
gled and the three national car¬ 
riers continue to represent 90 
per cent of Canada’s wireless 
customer base. 

Moore confirmed the AWS-3 
auction will maintain the same 
opening bid prices that were 
announced earlier this year. 
Industry Canada says it would 
raise $162.45 million from the 
auction if it receives just the 
minimum bid for each parcel 
of wireless spectrum. 


Previous auctions 


Earlier this year, the govern¬ 
ment held an auction of 
prime 700 MHz spectrum, 
which raised $5.27 billion. 


• However, Rogers Com¬ 
munications, BCE Inc. and 
Telus bought the bulk of 
the available licences, with 
regional players also mak¬ 
ing smaller acquisitions. 


• Wind Mobile, which is 
attempting to position 
itself to become a fourth 
national carrier, couldn't 
secure funding to bid. 


• Wind's CEO has said the 
next step is to acquire 
more wireless spectrum. 

The minister also used 
Thursday’s announcement to 
reveal several other measures 
intended to increase capacity, 
including a contentious plan to 
allow mobile service on a band 
used by rural wireless Internet 
service, the Canadian press

90 -day jail term

fied with the accused’s 90-day 
prison term. 

Emma Czomobaj will 
serve her jail sentence on 
weekends. 

After Czomobaj stopped 
her car in June 2010 to rescue 
ducklings on the side of the 
highway, the motorcycle 
cariying Andre Roy and his 
daughter Jessie slammed into 
her vehicle, the Canadian press

Islamic extremists killed 35 
people and kidnapped at least 
185 in an attack near the town 
where nearly 300 schoolgirls 
were taken hostage in April, 
witnesses said Thursday. 

In Sunday night’s attack on 
the village of Gumburi, most 
of the kidnapped were young 
women, children and mem¬ 
bers of a civilian defence group 
fighting Boko Haram, accord¬ 
ing to residents, a security of¬ 
ficial and a local government 
officer. 

Teenager Aji Ibrahim said 
he was lucky to escape into the 
bushes. 

“No doubt they were Boko 
Haram members because they 
were chanting Allahu alcbar’ 
(God is great) while shooting at 


people and torching houses,” 
he said. 

News of the attack took 
days to emerge because the 
militants have destroyed com¬ 
munications towers and people 
walked for days to avoid areas 
under extremist control. 

Gumburi is 20 kilometres 
from Chibolc, the northeastern 
town where extremists kid¬ 
napped 276 schoolgirls in April. 
Dozens of the students escaped 
that attack, but 219 remain 
missing. 

The militants have kid¬ 
napped hundreds of people, 
but the mass kidnappings of 
the girls from a boarding school 
attracted international outrage 
and condemnation of Nigerian 
President Goodluclc Jonathan 
and his militaiy for their failure 
to rescue the hostages. 

The United States, Britain, 
France and China were among 
countries that sent security ex¬ 
perts and hostage negotiators 
to help free the girls. 

Washington also flew 
drones over the area where it 
believed the schoolgirls were 


held. None of them have yet 
been found. 

Boko Haram leader Abuba- 
lcar Shelcau initially demanded 
the release of his fighters who 
are being held illegally without 
charges or trial. But Jonathan 
said he would not negotiate 
with terrorists. 

There were reports that 
some of the girls had been mar¬ 
ried to their captors and some 
carried across borders. 

In a recent video, Shelcau 
said the girls were “an old 
stoiy,” implying their release 
was no longer up for negotia¬ 
tion.

Response While many 
have pointed the finger 
at North Korea, the U.S.

The detective work blam¬ 
ing North Korea for the Sony 
hacker break-in appears so 
far to be largely circumstan¬ 
tial, The Associated Press has 
learned.

The hackers are believed 


to have been conducting sur¬ 
veillance on the network at 


Sony Pictures Entertainment 
Inc. since at least the spring, 
based on computer forensic 
evidence and traffic analysis, a 
person with knowledge of the 
investigation said. 

If the hackers hadn’t made 
their presence known by mak¬ 
ing demands and destroying 
files, they probably would 
still be inside because there 
was no indication their pres¬ 
ence was about to be detected, 
the person said. This person, 
who described the evidence 
as circumstantial, spoke only 
on condition of anonymity be¬ 
cause he was not authorized 
to talk openly about the case. 

Still, the evidence has been 
considered conclusive enough 
that a U.S. official has said 
that federal investigators have 
now connected the Sony hack¬ 
ing to North Korea.

Online prices fluctuate 
wildly minute-by-minute 


Online shopping has become 
as volatile as stock market 
trading. Wild, minute-by- 
minute price swings on 
everything from clothes to 
TVs have made it difficult 
for holiday shoppers to “buy 
low.” 

A growing number of re¬ 
tailers are using software 
that changes online prices 
based on demand, competi¬ 
tion, inventory and other 
factors. The main goal is to 
undercut rivals when neces¬ 
sary, and raise prices when 
demand is high and there’s 
no competitive pressure. 

But the new online tools 
can change the price on a 
single item — say, a sweater 
— dozens of times through¬ 
out the day. And that can 
leave shoppers confused 
about when they can get the

best deal. 

Take Aishia Senior, who 
recently watched the price 
on a coat she wanted rise and 
fall several times between 
$110 and $139 US in a span 
of six hours on Amazon.com. 
She was so frustrated by the 
price fluctuations that she 
ended up not buying the coat 
on the site at all. 

The rapidly changing 
prices come as retailers 
struggle to achieve conflict¬ 


ing goals this holiday season. 

They want to appease 
deal-hungry shoppers with 
the ever-lower prices they’ve 
come to expect since the re¬ 
cession. But they also want 
to protect their bottom line, 
which is difficult to do be¬ 
cause lower prices cut into 
profits. 

After years of losing cus¬ 
tomers to Amazon because 
of its ability to offer deep dis¬ 
counts, Wal-Mart and others 
have started following the 
online retailer’s lead. Eric 
Best, CEO of Mercent Corp., a 
software company that chan¬ 
ges prices on two-million 
products every hour, said 
the majority of his clients 
— including Office Depot, 
Guess and HSN Inc. — make 
minute-by-minute pricing 
changes, the associated press

With a modest budget

10. Edge of Tomorrow 

The first two-thirds of this Tom 
Cruise sci-fi spectacular are so 
good — hey, it’s Groundhog 
Day with aliens, how do you 
screw that up? — that the so- 
so third that follows is easy to 
excuse. More funny/clever than 
rip-roaring, this — not inter¬ 
changeable, interlocking Mar¬ 
vel romps — is what should be 
clogging multiplexes. 

9. Selma 

The world’s first studio picture 
about Martin Luther King Jr. 
could have been another tur¬ 
gid biopic. Instead, it’s a thrill¬ 
ing telling of a small but vital 
chapter in his life. And its por¬ 
trayal of protests is more than 
accidentally topical, as peaceful 
protests concerning race rage in 
the streets: It’s about the grunt 
work of activism and the way it 
requires sly manipulation. 

8 . Two Days, One Night 

It’s easy to take for granted 
Belgium’s Jean-Pierre and Luc 
Dardenne (Kid with a Bike), 
who reliably chum out deeply 
humanist and deeply gripping 


social dramas that often play 
like nail-biting thrillers. Their 
latest is only slightly better 
than usual, which is to say it’s 
consistently heartbreaking, 
with Marion Cotillard rushing 
like mad on a fool’s errand to 
save her crappy job. 

7. Inherent Vice 

The year’s funniest comedy 
is, of course, an adaptation of 
the unadaptable Thomas Pyn- 
chon. The daunting novelist’s 
impenetrable stoner detective 
tome becomes more than just 
another Big Lebowski: Combin¬ 
ing Pynchon with Paul Thomas 
Anderson, it has the weirdest 
sense of humour since ... well, 
Anderson’s Punch-Drunk Love. 

6 . Dear White People 

Important without being 
pompous, necessary but still 
a blast, Justin Simien’s tem¬ 
perature-talcing of modern 
times as reflected through 
campus life wasn’t really 
about stupid white people so 
much as about the diversity 
of black life that never, ever 
gets shown on screens. 


5. We are the Best! 

Amidst all the miseiy and tra¬ 
gedy of this year, there was 
always this: a 100 per cent 


joyous comedy about self- 
serious Swedish tween punk 
rock girls. They banged away 
at songs about sports and cor¬ 


porations with less finesse 
than Animal the Muppet. 

4. Listen Up Philip 

There were a lot of socio¬ 
path movies this year, from 
Whiplash to Big Eyes. Jason 
Schwartzman’s young, car- 
toonishly pompous novel¬ 
ist wasn’t even the worst of 
them, but he was the saddest 
— an upstart trying to be the 
kind of literary jerk of a by¬ 
gone era and succeeding only 
at turning into a sour loner 
who drives away the only 
girl, potentially, who could 
put up with him (Elisabeth 
Moss). The film’s final line of 
narration may make you dive 
for a stiff drink. 

3. National Gallery 

Frederick Wiseman has been 
cranking out observational 
documentaries on institu¬ 
tions — High School, Hospi¬ 
tal, Central Park — for half 
a century. This hang at the 
London museum is more of 
the same, only more brilliant 
than usual — a shape-shifter 
that over its three leisurely 
hours turns into a look at 
cosmic insignificance, with 
art living longer than those 
who exhibit and protect it. 

2 . The Grand Budapest 
Hotel 

There’s always a deep, dark 
melancholy bubbling under 
Wes Anderson films. Here, 
it’s harder to find than usual; 
this is his zippiest hunk of 
confectioneiy yet. But it’s 
also set in a Europe about 
to be wasted by the Second 
World War, where violence 
that seems cartoonish — sev¬ 
ered fingers, Looney Tunes- 
style plummets off cliffs — 
soon step up and then some. 
It’s so hilarious that its chas- 
mic despair isn’t noticeable 
till a second viewing.

Nemo’s mother is eaten by a 
barracuda; Tarzan’s parents fall 
prey to a leopard; and don’t for¬ 
get Bambi’s mother — she was 
gunned down by a hunter. Chil¬ 
dren’s animated films are rife 
with murder and mayhem. 

While such movie videos 
make popular gifts at Christ¬ 
mas and Hanuklcah, parents 
may want to take precautions 
when young children first 
watch these films, which re¬ 
searchers say could traumatize 
little ones unprepared for char¬ 
acters dying—often in horrible 
ways. Their study, entitled Car¬ 
toons Kill, is published in the 
Christmas issue of the British 
Medical Journal, the journal’s 
annual edition that’s typically 
dedicated to tongue-in-cheek 
medical research and other 
lighthearted offerings. 

And while this study may be

about animated films, its mes¬ 
sage is deadly serious. 

“I think a lot of people have 
talked about this, the fact that 
there seems to be a lot of deaths 
in children’s films,” said Ian 
Colman, a mental health epi¬ 
demiologist at the University of 
Ottawa. “And we thought, let’s 
have a look at this, and it seems 
to be timely.” 

Colman and co-principal 
investigator James Kirlcbride of 
University College London in 
the U.K. used standard epidemi¬ 
ological techniques to analyze 
how soon into an animated 
kids’ film a significant charac¬ 


ter meets their end. 

The record is held by 2003’s 
Finding Nemo, in which the 
main character’s mother—and 
dozens of his gestating clown 
fish siblings — are gobbled up 
by the voracious undersea pred¬ 
ator four minutes into the film. 


“I’ve got two young kids 
myself, and I started watching 
these films, and my kids have 
been quite honestly trauma¬ 
tized by a few of them,” Col¬ 
man said of his four-year-old 
son and six-year-old daughter. 

“We tried watching The 


Land Before Time, which seems 
pretty innocent. You’ve got 
these cute little cartoon dino¬ 
saurs, but the mother of the 
main character gets savagely 
attacked and killed by a Tyran¬ 
nosaurus rex in the first five 
minutes of the film. And at 


that point my daughter (about 
age four at the time) was just 
completely hysterical and beg¬ 
ging me to stop the film. And 
when we saw something simi¬ 
lar in Finding Nemo, we really 
started to think maybe there’s 
something going on here.” 

The team viewed 45 of the 
top-grossing animated chil¬ 
dren’s films and 90 dramatic 
movies aimed at adults — 135 
in all — to determine in which 
genres the risk was greatest for 
a main character or a significant 
family member or friend to die. 
The animated movies made for 
kids won hands-down. 

“I know some of these films 
have been quite traumatic for 
my kids and they’ve led to a 
lot of questions. Many of these 
films, as soon as they end, the 
kids start asking, ‘Why this?’ 
and ‘Why that?’ 

“This can actually be a good 
thing because it can give us a 
chance to talk about some im¬ 
portant concepts, like death. 
But it can also make for some 
really difficult conversations 
that kids may not be ready for, 
and this is particularly import¬ 
ant for younger kids,” Colman

Jackman in talks 
for X-Men role 

Hugh Jackman could join 
X-Men Apocalypse, the third 
film in the prequel trilogy. 

If Jackman signs up 
for the film, it will be his 
seventh time — or eighth 
when counting his very

I learned a great deal during 
my interview with Macken¬ 
zie Mauzy and Billy Magnus- 
sen. The Manhattan-based 
performers brought me up to 
speed on the rite of passage 
for all New York actors, Ra¬ 
punzel’s hair and whether or 
not Meiyl Streep likes men in 
blue tights. 

The pair play Rapunzel 
and Rapunzel’s Prince in the 
big-screen adaptation of the 
legendary Broadway musical 
Into the Woods. 

The two relative newcom¬ 
ers — she’s best known as Abi¬ 
gail on Forever while he made 
a memorable appearance on 
Boardwalk Empire and will 


soon be seen in an upcoming 
Steven Spielberg spy thriller 
— help bring faiiy tales to life 
as part of a large ensemble 
that includes Johnny Depp, 
Emily Blunt and Meiyl Streep. 

Which leads me to the first 
thing I learned during our 
chat. 

“Meryl’s a beast,” says Mag- 
nussen. “She’s the one who got 
me the job. I was in a play and 
she saw it and recommended 
me to (director) Rob (Marshall) 
and (producer) Mark Platt. The 
play was Vonya and Sonia and 
Marsha and Spike, and I dress 
up as a prince because we’re 
going to a costume party. It’s 
all about the blue tights.” 

“Meiyl likes the blue 
tights,” laughs Mauzy. 

Next, I discovered the wig 
Mauzy wears in the film put 
her at a follicular risk. 

“They used my hair and 
braided it into the exten¬ 
sions,” she says. “It was 30 feet 
long, so I wrapped it around 
my arm. I had a little fake one 
for rehearsal but I asked to ac¬ 
tually wear (the real hair) one 
day so I could figure out how 
to be mobile.

William Monahan was an ac¬ 
claimed writer who became 
an acclaimed novelist who 
became an Oscar-winning 
screenwriter who now also 
directs. He won for The De¬ 
parted, and that script’s 
brash, pissy, sarcastic tone 
is all over his script for The 
Gambler, a very loose take on 
the 1974 drama, about an ad¬ 
dict (there, James Caan; here, 
Mark Wahlberg) out for self- 
destruction. Monahan has al¬ 
ready reunited with Wahlberg 
for his second directed work, 
Mojave, out next year. 

What’s your relationship 
with the original? 

I’ve never seen it. It came out 


when I was 13 or something, 
and it seemed to be about 
sports gambling, which was 
not then, or now, my cup of 
tea. I only work from text 
if I adapt something. So 
when I was commissioned 
to write it, I was given 
(James) Tobaclc’s script, and 
I worked from that. I don’t 
even know if it was a shooter 
or not. Once I took the job I 
wouldn’t watch the original 
film. If it’s good, I don’t want 
to see it. I’d prefer to work off 
a script, even an incomplete 
script — which is what I did 
with the other adaptation I 
did. 

There are many reasons to 
not simply repeat the ori¬ 
ginal. What is yours? 

I’m hired to do my own 
thing, not just do another 
iteration of the original film. 
One of the truths of writ¬ 
ing is that there are only a 
certain number of stories. It’s 
always the teller, not the tale. 
So my job is to be as ignorant 
of the original material as 
I can be and, for better or 
worse, infuse it with myself. 
The end is very, very differ¬ 


ent here. 

I don’t even know what the 
end was in the original. 

(Spoiler alert) He goes to 
a whorehouse and gets 
slashed in the face. 

Something like that, yeah. 
Very ’70s, right? I always 


love the gutter ’70s realism, 
because it’s never really 
real, and it’s always done by 
middle-class people. Basically, 
it’s bulls—. College professor 
gets slashed in the face in a 
whorehouse — no wonder I 
blanked out on the script at 
that point. The thing about 


’70s realism is it gets too 
much, too much press. What 
happened was the scripts got 
sloppier, there was more im- 
prov and the camera moves 
were nowhere like they were 
in Doris Day pictures. Apart 
from that there was a little 
more lens flare, a little more 


Technicolor hijinlcs. But 
crock of s—, really. 

As the ’70s go, the only 
things that appeal to me are 
the more formal pictures, 
like Apocalypse Now or the 
Godfather films. It’s like I 
love Cassavetes for what he 
did. But I know what he did, 
which is he and a bunch of 
his friends sprang a 16mm 
camera around an apartment 
while up crappy dialogue. I 
just don’t see where it’s much 
different from Yolco Ono hav¬ 
ing a fly walk across some¬ 
one’s face. I prefer motion 
pictures to be a little more put 
together than that. 

Who are your influences 
then? 

I couldn’t begin to tell you. 
Watching films is like a song¬ 
writer listening to the radio. 
It’s like, “Oh that bit works, 
that bit doesn’t.” Three quar¬ 
ters of everything doesn’t 
work. And what you want 
to concentrate on is what 
does work. Sometimes it can 
only be one tiny moment in 
a film, one shot, one line. 
There’s no real consistency in 
influence.

To portray a painter, you must learn to paint 



Mr. Turner Q&A. 
Timothy Spall is proud

You don’t get very far into 
a conversation with British 
character actor Timothy Spall 
without him slipping off on 
an eyebrow-raising tangent. 
For instance, we’re sitting in 
a room at the InterContinent¬ 
al Hotel, a name that brings 
to mind an anecdote. 

“InterContinental ... I 
worked in one once. It was 
the worst place — in the 
kitchen, in the pastiy room,” 
Spall recalls. “I spent all day 
washing pastry tins in boiling 
hot water without any soap. 
My hands — it was like I was 
wearing rubber gloves, they 
were so fat and pink. And 


the chef said, ‘Oh by the way, 
there’s some rubber gloves 
over there.’ ‘You F—tard!”’ He 
lets out a hearty laugh before 
adding, “I didn’t go back. I 
joined the theatre.” 

Another random personal 
detail he slips in later is that 
he owns — and extensively 
uses — an interesting boat. 

“It’s a bit of a funny old 
boat. It’s a flat-bottom, sea¬ 
going barge. And I’ve been 
going on the North Sea in it 
a few times,” he says. “I did 
this mad thing in this boat. 
We left the Thames, and I was 
going to go to France and go 
through the canals. But my 
wife and I said, ‘No, bullocks, 
let’s discover our own coun¬ 
try.’ So I turned right and we 
circumnavigated the entire 
British Isles. On and off, it 
took four years because I had 
to go off and make the money 
to pay for the mooring and 
the fuel.” 

Speaking of money, aside 
from being a former dish¬ 
washer and amateur explor¬ 
er, Spall is first and foremost 
an actor. And his latest work 
involves embodying the com¬ 
plicated life of famed British 


painter J.M.W. Turner in Mike 
Leigh’s Mr. Turner, something 
he ended up doing much 
more preparation for than he 
was expecting. 

“We’d first talked about 
it seven years ago. Then, in 
2010, Mike had me into his of¬ 


fice and told me his next film 
would be about Turner and 
asked if I was still up for it. 
I said, ‘Yeah, yeah, of course 
I am!’ He said, ‘And also, if 
you don’t mind, I’d like you 
to start learning how to paint 
now,”’ Spall remembers. 


That led to some veiy ex¬ 
tensive fine art lessons. 

“There’s about 300 differ¬ 
ent images that we made and 
about 24 paintings. I eventu¬ 
ally ended up doing a full- 
scale copy of Snow Storm: 
Steam-Boat off a Harbour’s

Timothy Spall knows a lot 
of attention is being paid 
to the guttural noises he 
makes in his portrayal 
of J.M.W. Turner, but he 
swears they’re not just for 
comic or actorly effect. 

“He’s this kind of simian, 
almost earth-like character 
— like he could come out 
the mud of the Thames — 
but he’s got all this amaz¬ 
ing polymathic intellect, 
this poetic soul. We elected 
to make him very intro¬ 
spective,” Spall explains. 
“We made him a man that 
could’ve said a million 
things, but all he did was 
he computed them and 
imploded them back into 
himself in these noises.”

Inherent Vice marks the 
second time Oscar winner Joa¬ 
quin Phoenix has teamed up 
with director Paul Thomas An¬ 
derson — they previously col¬ 
laborated on 2013’s The Mas¬ 
ter — and this one couldn’t be 
more different. For one thing, 
it’s an adaptation of a novel 
by notoriously elusive and 
verbose author Thomas Pyn- 
chon.

How does it differ when you 
have something as dense as 
this novel versus a script? 

It’s weird because there’s 
times when it’s really helpful 
and then there’s times when 
it’s really frustrating, because 
there’s things that you loved 
so much in the book you want 
to get into the film but you 
just can’t. There’s a lot of char¬ 
acters that were just left out. 

But obviously the more 
information you have, the 
better. It’s just tough for me. It 
was a bit of a struggle because 
I wanted to remain confused

which isn’t difficult to do.

Chances are we all know some 
one who had their Christmas 
shopping done a month ago. 
They are organized, thrifty 
people, and while we might 
make contrite noises about fol¬

In a CIBC-Harris/Decima

But there are people 
on our list who remain there 
until the eleventh hour because 
their wants are either modest 
or immense, or their good for¬ 
tune and self-reliance means 
that they visibly lack nothing. 

These people may be bless¬ 
ed, but when we’re sprinting 
across a crowded mall parking 
lot hoping to find the last case 
of vintage Sauteme or hand- 
blown Nebbiolo wine glasses, 
we silently curse the day they 
entered our fives. 

For most of us, the fallback 
gift for these people is a gift 
card. Today, they come in every 


brand and denomination, and 
can be bought in the checkout 
fine at almost any drugstore 
or supermarket.

Amid another crisis at FIFA, 
president Sepp Blatter and his 
executive committee opened 
a two-day meeting Thursday 
to discuss the sudden resig¬ 
nation of ethics prosecutor 
Michael Garcia and whether 
to publish his confidential 
World Cup report.

Garcia’s resignation state¬ 
ment on Wednesday was 
critical of FIFA’s slow, ten¬ 
tative steps toward greater 
accountability, much bally- 
hooed by Blatter since his un¬ 
opposed re-election in 2011. 

“No independent govern¬ 
ance committee, investiga¬ 
tor, or arbitration panel can 
change the culture of an or¬ 
ganization,” Garcia wrote.

Labourabuses 
widespread in 
Qatar: Critics 

Men crammed together, 
dozens to a room, on 
bunk beds so close they 
can reach over and shake 
hands. 

Qatar, on paper at 
least, has rules to protect 
its massive workforce of 
migrant labourers. Yet 
this is how the govern¬ 
ment-owned transport 
company, which the Gulf 
nation will use to feriy 
visitors around the 2022 
World Cup, has housed 
some workers. 

Widespread labour 
abuses documented by 
Amnesty International, 
Human Rights Watch and 
other critics have black¬ 
ened its name and $160 
billion preparations. 

Reporting this April on 
a fact-finding mission, the 
UN’s special adviser on 
migrants’ rights, Francois 
Crepeau, cited “anecdotal 
evidence that too many of 
these mostly young men 
return home in a coffin.” 

The Associated Press 
found problems extend 
beyond the construction 
sector reaching also driv¬ 
ers of buses and taxis.
